'I'here luo 
the main facts at i.ssiie between Canada 
and tlio United States, or, perhaps, to 
speak more exactly, bidwoon Great Britain 
and the t'nited Stales, in respect to the 
lisheriea.

directing among other things that whon- 
ever and so long as American vessels were 
doj>rived of coiutnoroial privileges in ports 
of Canada, Canadian vessels should bo de- 
jn-ived of like ju'ivilcges in ports of the 
I'nited States. Cleveland declined to en- 
force this policy and allowed outrage after 
outritfce upon oiir fishiiiK.yessds.tOiKO un- 
redressed. He was bent on somo form of 
negotiation with liiigland, even against 
tlie ex[ireaaed wish and will of the United 
States senate, mid in dotianco of a large 
share in the treaty making power, which 
condition assigns to tho senate. Finally, 
without the consent of the senate, and 
practically itgainat its protests, the Presi- 
dent organized a commission to frame a 
treaty that should settle all points in dis- 
pute. He lb us gave what was never intend- 
ed by the con.stitution— a ])artizan sidetoan 
intenmtional di.seussion. Intercourse 
with foreign nations should only be by the 
niition as a whole. Why should railways 
of the United States that nnnually trans- 
port $50,000,000 of Canadian goods, be 
deprived of their business and endure a 
large loss on acc(nmt of a sudden whim of 
the President? "Why should transit from 
Detroit to Bull'alo and New York over 
both American and Canadian lines of rail 
be su8{ionded when it has no relation 
whatever to tho (ishery question i Be- 
cause of the President's chagrin over the 
course of an independent, but as he con- 
siders, refractory senate. Is it the design 
of the President to make thetialiing ques- 
tion odiiina by einhairassing coiiiinercial 
relations and coiuinercial exchange along 
3,000 miles of frontier, and to inflict upon 
American coumiitnitics needless vexatious 
arid perilous confusion of trade ?

people from his free trade message and 
from tho Mills tariff bill / Is not bluster 
on the fisheries to be the plan of cuinpuign 
for the democratic party ? Are not per- 
mits for bravado to be issued by the polit- 
ical agents of ths adniinistratioii, marked 
n the back, "(uiod till after the first 
'uesilay of November /" Wo have our 
partisan didcronces at home and nettle 
them on our own soil in otn- own way, but 
towards all foreign powers on tho globe 
we should present one united, undoviaiblo, 
American republic. This was not done. 
'J'lie treaty was launched as a 
dtnnocratic partisan measure, rather 
than a pntriotic Anierican mea- 
sure, and the London pajiois have 
been foll-nviiig thoir usual vocation of 
eulogizing deinocnioy and (vbnsing repub- 
ieaiis, with greatly increased vitupera- 
tion against the republican jiarty, ever 
i-ince it was found that the sonato was 
bent on miiintaining its national dignity.

After aubjeiitiiig the country month after 
month tu humiliation of unprecedented 
surrender,' the President's supporters, 
with tho «eiil of new converts — rather 
with the oxtravag.'int oiithuaiaam of pre- 
tendura are now manifesting such a re- 
newed and deep and keen sense of the 
wrongs wo have experioiiced from (ireat 
Britain in tho Canadian matter 
of tisheries chat they second the 
President's extiwordinary . somersault, 
ami in tho slang of tho democrats they 
aro "thirsting for Canadian gore," The 
democrat papers wero but a short time 
ago telling Massachusetts and' Maine that 
their contemptible little nuostion over a 
few codtish on tlie banks of Newfoundland 



was not worth consideration in the na- 
tional congress, and that if they kojit an- 
noying the country about it they would in 
the end drive, congress into giving tho full 
markoti of^^tWtJriiWd/S&^i' to all the 
lisliermen of the Dominion. History re- 
peats itself. Let me call your attention 
to the remarkablo parallel between the 
course of Cleveland and that of ex-Presi- 
dent .Johnson. Under hi.-i instructions 
(the lato Mr. .ruhnaon) our minister to 
England negotiated a treaty with Lord 
Otareiidpn; designed to settle thd Alabama 
claims. It was connnunicated just 
before the expiration of .lohn- 
son's term, and tho senatu had it 
under advisement when Grant was 
inaugurated. It was rejected with ompha- 
ais mill iiidigiiatioii, just as the senate haa 
noiv i i'jccted the tiaherios treaty. A few 
nuintlin later President Grant sunt to 
congress a coiiuiiunication on the whole 
subjojl of tho Alabama claims. Refer- 
ring to 

Tllli Joa.N.SON-CLAKlJNUON TREATY, 

He used. these weighty words, "believing 
that t ho treaty, thus misconstrued in its 
scope and inadequate in its proviaions, 
should not have produced tho hearty cor- 
dial .sentiment on tho ponding questions 
which .done is consistent with tho rota- 
tions which 1 desire to have firmly estab- 
lished tietween the United States and 
Groat Britain, I regard tho aoticm of the 
senate in rejecting the treaty to have been 
wisely taken in the interests of peace, and 
as a necessary step in the direction of a 
[lorfect and cordial friendship between the 
two countries." A senaitive people, con- 
scious of their power, are nioie 
at ease under a great wrong whol- 
ly unattaiiied than under restraint of 
41 aottlenient which satisfies neither 
their ideas of justice nor the grareuusn of 
the. grievanoe whioh they have sustained. 
In his next annual comriiunicatitm Presi- 
dent Ih-aiit recommended to congress to 
authoi i/.e the appointment of a commis- 
sion to take proof of the accounts and 
ownership of aeveral Alabama claims, on 
notice to the repreaentativo of Her Ma- 
jesty's government at Washington, and 
that authority be given for the settlement 
of these claims by the; United States so 
that tho government would have the 
ownership of private claims as well as re- 
sponsible control of all demands against 
Great Britain. The result you know was 
that the British governmont proposed ii 
joint cohniiission to settle all tho claims 
between the countries; that President 
Grant, unlike President Cleveland, se- 
cured the assent of the senate before 
appointing commiBsionbrsii .tiiii ; return, 
and the joint commission made 
settlement which, on tho whole, 
was satisfactory to both parties. 
This waa brought about to the honor of 
both nations hi consequence of the lirni 
position aasumed by President Grant. 
Why could not a like attitude to-day on 
the part of the President produce a like 
result— peacefully, honorably and to the 
lasting advantage of both nations. The 
democratic party has never been fortun- 
ate in conducting diplomatic negotiations 
with Great Britain. The English par- 
tiality for tho democratic party is not dif- 
ficult to explain. 'Blaine continued in 
this straia'Bt>lei%th,argaing that in every 
iiogotiatibn with! the democratic adminis- 
tration England succeeded in obtaining 
the precise results She desired.

PORT MOODY. 

(Siieeiiil Corrcsiiondenco of The Coi.oNtS'r) 
The historic name of Port Moody was, 
only a few ye.irs ago, mure widely k;iown 
than any village of its si'^e in tho Domin- 
ion of Canada. It was selected, as many 
of your readers will be aware, for its 
many advantages by land and water as 
the terminus of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. Owing, however, to reasons best 
kiiown to themselves, and not entirely un- 
known to the public, the directors of tho 
road selected Vancouver as tho terminus. 
Notwithstanding the set back given to 
Port Moody in consequence of this change, 
oven a superficial observer can see that 
its situation and surroundintrs may in' a 
short time bring it into prominence as a 
manufacturing centre for its well known, 
but yet undeveloped, agricultural and 
lumbering interests cannot fail to attract 
capital. 

At preaent some of the industrial 
classes of the village find employment in 
the mill on the opposite side of the water, 
others are employed at New Westminster 
and other places. Among the morcaiitile 
class Mr. Lommon, Mr. William Elson, 
and the Postmaster aro tho representa- 
tives, and alt appear to be doing a fair 
business. The village has a good hotel of 
whioh Mr. Scott is the proprietor — and he 
keeps himself busy in attending' 'to his 
guests and superintending his farm.

TOAD MOU;<TAUH MINES. 

ExMlIent and Exhaustive Report By Gold 
• . Commtoloner 8pm ^. 

We are permitted to publish the follow 

ing interesting report upon certain new 
uiiuing camps in tho southern part of 
Kooteiiay district. The report is from 
Gold Commissioner Sproat to the Minister 
of Mines. 

TOAT) MOUNTAIN MINES (siLVEll). 

The common rock of the mouiitaina in 
the neighborhood is a grayish granite, 
graduating. into, oralteniating with, gneiss 
that, often, is strongly schistose. Hero 
and there are greenstone dykes of consid- 
erable length, and varying from half a foot 
1(1 soveuty-fivo feet in width. Through 
these granitic rocks thuve runs, with the 
format i m, a bimd, or belt of what the 
miners call "lime shale," which is, per- 
haps, pioiierly, a coiniiactmagiiosian lime- 
stime, judging from its appearance below 
tho surface. This belt has been prospect- 
oil imperfectly for five or six miles in 
engtb. It is about a mile wide, but the 
u.xpoaures on stream-beds and other iiidi- 
cati jna show that it extends, irregularly 
to a greater width. The diiection of the 
belt is nearly duo east and west. It lioa, 
say 3,800 feet above Kootenay lake, or 
5,500 feet above sea level, high upon the 
steep northern slope of the southern 
mountain wall of tho Kootenay Valley, 
which valley begina al)out Toad Mountain 
in the angle formed by the Kootenay 
river as it emergea from the lake, and by 
Cottonwood Creek. The eastern end of 
the "camp" (American term for any sep- 
erate mining district) is about six miles up 
tHe'Bt^ep'iAountain slopes from the head 
of the west arm of Kootenay lake. Com- 
ing down the west arm from the liike, 
Toad Mountain towers almoat in front of 
you, as you approach. Tho above belt, in 
its course westward, crosses several high 
ridges that jut from the slope northerly 
towards tho Kootenay river. Small 
atreams descend from the summit of the 
range between these ridges, of course 
crossing tho bolt. Tho country is rough, 
but without any features of aiivago grand- 
eur such as are visible nil around in look- 
ing from the summitH. A couple of easily 
ascended peaks show rocky scalps, but 
with that exception, the surface is 
densely wooded — chiefly with bal- 
same and somo spruce— and there 
are several feet of soil, up to and upon 
the highest claims in tho camp. About 
one thousand feet lower down tho nor- 
tliurn slope, ljunarac, cedar, white pine, 
etc., proTiiil. The trees along the lake 
and river have been destroyed by tire. 
There is h heavy snow fidl in winter, and 
broken weather, of course, in spring and 
fall. Tho snow had uU gor.o tliis year, 
e/en from the peaks mentioned, by the 
middle of Juno. The seasons vary much, 
but probably, frimi .luly to Ootobor, in- 
clusive, may be considered "prospecting" 
months in that high region; in tho lower 
country three months longer. Good mill 
litei abound. Apart from the diitaiico, 



the contour of the surface between the 
camp and the lake is not unfavorable for 
air tramways. A railway up Cottonwood 
Crook, with^stiflish grades in part, might 
como within two and half miles of the 
camp. 

It is in the above belt of country rock 
that tho silver-btiaring lodoa occur, but 
they are not limited to it, as good ore has 
been found several miles iiwiiy, in dilTer- 
ent directions. The structure of the two 
first discovered ckims in the damp - 
(Messrs. Hall's) hai^:nOt; yet beeit deter- 
mined; outside of'^lli'ese-^ wiiioh may be 
ore maasea, or may turn to lodes — 1 should 
say that tho lodes vary from about six 
feet up to, and in a few cases, liftoon feet 
in width — largo sizoa for high grade ores. 
The ore clintea in general secin to be at 
right angles tu the course of tho lead, 
which, 1 fancy, is not very common. 

The gangue (or lode-material enclosing 
the •■•re) seems to consist of tho country 
rock in part, also calcsiiar, a whitish 
quarts! tvnd limonito. In the two first dis- 
covered claims above tnontiomid. the 
gangue ia, for the moat part, the cotintry 
rock more or less mineralized, an(\ liardor 
than the rock outside. Quartz gangue 
seoina to be commoner towards tho west 
end of the camp. , , 

The grey .copper' and*- lead ores- t ho 
tetrahedrite and galenite— are tho jirin- 
cipal silver-bearing ores of the camp. 
The grey copi)er— stool-grey to blackish - ■ 
ia well distributed in varying quantities. 
There ia not much galena in the camp as 
a whole, but nearly all the claims carry a 
little, and some a good deal, say twenty- 
five per cent. ...The galena is the coarse, 
cubic, eminently silver-bearing ore of this 
country. A somewhat large quantity of 
copper pyrites, with a less quantity of 
iron pyrites is coniinoii in the claims; in 
deed it may be said that there is copper 
iM'orywhere. The only smelting return 
that I posaeas shows seventeen per cent. 
The variegation produced by' tlte coBtihgi 
hero and there, of blue and green carbon- 
ate of copper and cobalt bloom aug- 
geats the fancy that the ores bluali 
on being torn from thoir secret 
bed. Gold is lu'eaont in somo of 
those silver cliiims, and, in two or three, 
in not inconsideratdo ([uantitiea. It ia 
too eai-ly to know what the silver is com- 
bined with. Antimony has been observed, 
and indications of bisniuth. Zinc, so far, 
ia not known to be present. The limonito 
of tho gangue is highly manganiferoua. In 
a specimen or two, sbited tt> be from this 
camp, 1 noticed small globuloa of native 
silver, and was told, on not very compe- 
tent authority, that something very like 
ruby silver had been sepn in , another, 
specimen. Some car|>onate Utuff was 
found hrii' gftlenav^olilraiVinsti^^ 
leaving, the nature'of which had not been 
determined. The size of my district sub- 
jects me to the ill-fortuno of having to 
leave raining ssonea often at interesting 
times. The presence of carbonates is im- 
portant in a camp, as, usually, they are 
rich, and their earthy or sandy character 
makes it easy to mine them, and to ship 
and treat them. The ore that has ac- 
(|uired, distinctively, the name of carbon- 
ate, is, I understand, a mixture of silver 
chloride with more or less of lead ciirbon- 
Rte, often with iron oxide (from the de- 
composition of iron or copper sulphides), 
and with limestone and other material 
from the decomposed rooks. The bearing 
of this resRark is that one of the camps, in 
this district, to be hereafter described, 
promises to be a good carbonate camp, 
and carbonates are found in all of them. 

I annex a diagram of the located claims, 
which, of course, is only approximately 
correct, but it will show you that nearly 
all the ground is taken up along the belt 
for four or five miles. The records, in and 
near tho Tofid Mountain camp (including 
ten claims in the gold belt to be here- 
after mentioned), numbered 228 on tho 
first of this month. There wero about 75 
men in the camp at that date. !Most of 
these men reproaented absentees as well as 
themselves. On Hall's discovery of the 
cjimp, last year, being bruited abroad, 
many claims wero speculatively located, 
some on deep snow, a proceeding of 
doubtful I 'gality. This has driven many 
good prospectors from tho camp who did 
nob care to work on staked ground. It 
tends to confirm my dislike of tho exten- 
sion, to six months, of the former period 
of three months, allowed for the $100 ex- 
penditure. I am aware of irhat may be 
said in favor of the period 'of ^Bix[Vii|i'ohthB, 
but the effect of the extension is not al- 
ways what it was hoped it would be. A 
fair number of monied men seeking in- 
vestment, have visited the camp already, 
notwithstandingthe imperfect coniniunica- 
tiona, but there have been no sales. The 
glamour of the good firot discoveries 
affects eve^.inanlyh'o, holds va five foot 
prospect hole. In some' bases' tho local 
man was willing to sell, and the outaido 
partner unwilling— the former better re- 
alizing, probably, that a "prospect" is 
not a mine, and never may be a mine. 
Tho real nature of a "prospect" can 
only be known, in most cases, by a com- 
paratively large expenditure following the 
purchase of the claim, and this is the risk 
of the buyer, who may, and often does, 
lose both the purchase money and the ex- 
penditure. However, I suppose, as long 
as mines are mines, some men wil,! 
frighten away capitalists, and. in their 
cabins, repeat the foi'inula — "What wo 
want, Sir, is capital." 

As the camp now is, it is difficult for 
anyone to estimate its probable value. 
The first roquiroiiient for such an estimate 
does not cxiat, namely, a geological ex- 
amination, showing the true character of 
the lodes and thoir ores, the mutamor- 
phisni, the connection, if any, with erup- 
tive rocks, and the various i-egional, or lo- 
cal, conditions which assimilate the camp 
to, or differentiate it from, other silver 
camps that have succeodod. The opinion 
of ox]jorionced mining men— practical 
and scientific, decidedly, is that the camp 
is one of great promise, as far as this can 
be said of a surface showing. Very little 
work has been done as yet, but the ores 
improve, :«s a rule, with depth, both in 
quantity and quality. 

The uaaaya fiom different ohiiina show 
that tho lire of which tho grey copper 
forms a large proportion, yields from 50 
ounces to several hundred ounces per 
ton — in some oases very much higher — 
and the galer.a ores from 40 (mnces up to 
100 ounces per ton. Some of the claims 
will be much helped by tho gold that is in 
them. It is a high grade camp, though 
several claims, unless thoy improve when 
sunk into, numb bo classed as low . grade, 
owing to too much gangue, needing con- 
centration of the ores bofore shipment. 

But the assays of specimens and small 
lots are useful to tho pi ospoctor chiefly. 
The milling test of a largo quantity of ore 
ia the true test. So far, I can mention 
bub one — a return of 220 ounces of silver, 
gross, to the ton, and 17 per cent, copper 
from a two-ton lot of sorted ores sent 
from a claim in which the gangue is, as I 
have said, chiefly mineralized countiy 
rock, with little quartz and galena. But 
other milling returns will bo available by 
and by, aa shipments of four to livo 
tons a week from the same claim are be- 
ing mtide. 1 here give • month's account, 
by the local assayer of this claim, of Ing 
assays of ores now being shipped, or 
awaiting shipment.

oomes aa a handsome little horse, with 
his mane covered with weeds In the 
Shetland islands, Slioopultio is the uaniu 
given to liim. oa well as Njugglo or Nick 
ko old historical chronicle assorts one 
was tamed and worked during the day 
Popular accounts represent him as liavlng 
a tail like a wheel .--He Is uSQi^y mis 
> clilevoua, stopping mluB, canyhig persons 
Into the sea, etc. 

THE WATEII KEI.PY. 

Nearty every Scotch lake or stream had 
Its water kelpy He would decoy travelers 
to mount him, and rush into the water 
with them He could be caught by fling 
Ing over his head a bridle marked with 
the sign of the cross A blacksmith, sus 
piclous of one of these water sprites, 
thrust a hot iron into its side, reducing it 
to a heap of starch. 

Water horses ure called Phookie and 
Aughisky In Ireland, and are said to come 
up^out-of the lakes, some of them being 
carnivorous One had a serpent's body, 
with a horse's head. In north Germany 
Jagowd Is the name applied to the water 
horse One is said to have come out of a 
lak<9, harnessed himself to a harrow, and 
worried the other horses to death 

Musiguilo hidiuns say Wikwln. a demon, 
J appears in the sliapo of a horse Eastern 
/ lore Is not without its stories of water 
horses EI Kazivinl. a mediieval Arab 
»vriter. says sea horses are larger than 
those of the luud. and have cloven hoofs 
and a small mane and tail 

Throughout England and Scotland it 
was formerly supposed that horses were 
.at times ridden by witches and fairies. 
It was said that if the manes and tails of 
the horses were found to be plaited and 
knotted together it was a sure sign the 
(alrluH had been riding the steeds. To 
prevent this, us well tis to guard against 
the unwelcome visits of witches, it was 
the custom to hang about the doors of the 
stables and In the stalls and mangers 
branches of ash or ^ew, hazel or broom.

ProtMbly here Is a key to the connection 
between the white steed and the ill 
oiiiened red haired girl In many parts 
of Eiiglotid It is believed that any person 
riding a piebald horse is able to cure the 
whooping cough

The horso Is a well known emblem in 
heraldry and in art It is frequently fig 
ured on the tombs in the catacombs, 
where It is the emblem of tho swiftness 
of life In early Cliri.stian art it typified 
courage and generosity, and St. Martin, 
8t ^faurico, St Ueorgu. St Victor and 
St. Leon are all represented on horaoback 
In Aryan mythology llio swift llyinff 
clouds were said to ijo horses Uothic ana 
Genhaulc tribes snmetimos sacrificed 
horses on the funeral piles of their chief- 
tains.

very earliest now to bo found belong to 
tho same nobleman whoso hour glass salt 
has boon already spoken ot, and theso ure 
not older than the middle of tho reign of 
Charles II The few early forks of the 
rei^ of Ueorgo I are three pronged, and 
bilt few-of oui neighbors can show us 
four pronged forks much before the reign 
of^Qeorge III,., from which time their 
fashion nas remained unaltered to the 
presfpt^ 'day, except for their handles, 
which b4ve > followed - the fasliibhs of 
' apoons, finishing up with the familiar 
jjg^dlo pattern' of Nineteenth century

The Frlsoner Menteiiceil to Kl^lit Months Iiu- 
prlionmeutTBemarks of Hln Lordablp 
Bfr. Justine Gray. 

When His Lordship Mr, Justice Gray 
took his aeat on the betich yesterday 
morning. Deputy Attorney-General Irving 
moved that sentence be passed .on the 
liriaoner Walter R. Moiizies. Mr. .J. 1'. 
Walls, counsel for the prisoner, stated to 
his lordship that he wished to ])lace wit- 
nesses on the st.and who would testify to 
the uniformly good character of the pris- 
oner, 

. His Lordship — 1 can hear nothing to 
aflect the judgmunt that has been given, 
but I am willing to hear anything that 
may bo said in mitigation of the sentence 
The hearing of witnesses at this stage is 
irregular in every way. The case is now 
closed, but 1 will read any ailidavits that 
may be made as lo the prisoner's proviou.s 
g( od character. These facts should have 
been brought out during the trial, and to 
admit them now would be introducing 
one of the woist featuiO') of the .-Vmerican 
system. :Allidiivits is the proper course. 
There is no precedent for calling witnessi s 
after a judgment has been ilelivercd. 

Mr. Walls J have witnesses to call 
who can prove the good character of the 
prisoner. Men who have known him for 
years, who give him 1 lni*liigliost charactei', 
and who apeak uf him aa a kuid and 
charitable citizen, whose ({ifts.were often 
beyond his means. , , 

Mr. Walls also Avished teo->introdiice a 
doeumeut signed by .Ah Lin iii the police 
court. 

His Lord.sliip said he could not receive 
any oviiluiice in reg.ard to this. I give 
very little credence to Chinese evidence 
except in ao far as that e\'ideiii.'e is corro- 
borated. Had it not been lor the pri.i- 
oner's own act in giving the receijit, it 
would at leaat have been diOioult to con- 
vict him. 1 have seen a niiinher of his 
friends who have called upon me, and I 
have considered what they had to say in 
the prisoner's behalf. The exact words 
of . the prisoner had been taken down, and 
he 'had given them every c'orisidoration.' '" 

His Lordship asked the prisoner if lie 
had aiiyl liiiig further to say before sen- 
tence w.as passed upon him. Meii/.ies 
rose cool and collectial. lie began by 
referring to the way in which hi.s case had 
been handled in the police court, criticising 
hi.s counsel severely, and said he had been 
^aeriticed bj' the iiegligence of his attor- 
ney j.here. He had given his counsel a 
lisi of witnesses which he wish sumtnoiied. 
His counsel had told him that everything 
w.ts all right, l.mt not out' of I ho.-ie witnes- 
ses had appeared, to testify in his behalf. 
.Some of the witnesses had pi.'rjiired thom- 
selvi's, .as could be shown by the proceed- 
ings -li the IkiIjcii.s curjiiai case, in that 
case Ah Lin had aworn that she had lived 
with Ah Cliee, but that she would have 
nothing to do with him. Waa that in 
accordance with her evidence in coiirti' 
By these witnesses bis counsel had nut 
called he Cfnild have proven the fact of 
the marriago according tul/'hinose custom. 

Hia Lordship— This should have been 
brought tip at the proper time. 

Mr. Menzies — Tliat is it, yoiii- Lord.^hip. 
I claim 1 was not fiurly rejuesented in the 
case. 

His Loiilshi|i If you had .sLated you 
were not reaily for trial you could h/ive 
had all adjburnmont. 1 cjinnot allow yon 
|, J go on and impeach the case on the 
ground that you had not proi)er defence. 
I'jVeiy oiJiiortmiity ia otierod to a iiiaii to 
obtain a fair trial. If ho is not ready fur 
trial the case cm: be posiixuied and iiiiie 
given him, but wdieu lie says he is ready 
for trial, if he ia iuuoeoiit he ought to be 
able to prove it. 

Following iire hia Lordship's concluding 
remarkB:- - 

.SKNTKNCK. 

His Lordahij) said: "In passing sen- 
tonco for oljences of (.his natiire tht) judge 
has two dutiea to diacliin-ge; lat, lo mark 
with dr'stinctness thu abhorrence with 
which the Legislature and the country re- 
gard them; -nd, not to let that abhorrence 
,be,Jtost in any iiitsidaced .symiialliy for the 
oflfender liy the severity of his imnisli- 
ment. The crime with which you are 
charged ia a particularly olfensive one, 
loiidil",' il young girl by false representa- 
tions to pl'ijbtitui ion. Vou lliu'u been 
tried and i'lmnd guilty. From your own 
statements and the em|uiries 1 li,a\ e since 
made, there are one or two things to be 
considered in your behalf: l.st, you re- 
turned on your own ivccotint to this coun- 
trj^j the moment yoii understood from the 
sttitenieiils in the press, tfiBt acciisatinns 
of this nature were being made agajnat 
you. Fromyotir intelli;.;eiice, j-oii woulil 
iiiirdly have been fool enough to ha\-e 
doiit: n.' ifyoiihad not had a belii'f in 
y<iur own ininiceiice. Three years resi- 
dence here nuist have told you oflendeis 
cah'viof. easily iJiisl 'nd the '■^ftjjri;* .6f thia 
country. Secondly, the girj 'hits bpep stal- 
ed to ine to have been a notoriously bad 
character, a Chinese pro.stitute. Willi that 
knowliidge it waa iifroeioiiK your trading 
her oil' to a man aa a wife, though he be 
one of Unit Chinese elasn of laborers not 
particularly rellned in such matters. The 
statute, however,' wias particularly intond- 
ed to jirotect women' and girls 'lifider 21 
years of age. ff a man of ordinaiy intel- 
ligence (dioosea'lo take a iliiiy tiling, th.at 
i.s his business; the law leaves him to his 
own tastes, but tlie way in which in this 
case the character of the girl operates in 
your favor is the creating a doubt whether 
any false; representation as an inducement 
wiis at all nooeaaary, and the discrediting 
of tlie giiTa tiistiinojiy. Ilunrui nature, 
speaking tlliotigli Tacitus |,>SI)0 yeifa .ago, 
tersely nays m-c fi'iiihut jtiulicitlu iiiiKHfii 
iilid (iliiiiii:rils. Ajiart from the atatutory 
provision and the legal consideratioiia 
govoi'nip^ jta conatruction, 1 am bound to 
say nptliing ciiii' ju8tffy..y4tij''iw^ a full 
knowledge of the utter mVlilness of the 
parlies, going around to Christ iail ministers 
of the did'eient chlirebiis ill ibis city lo 
ask them to perforin the Kolomii sei'vici; 
of their church, was simjily asking them 
to degrade their otlices by joining in an 
unliQly niupkery. You know tlioy must 
kiiovr timt thb eoiitraeting parties had 
neither knowledge of what the oereiiiony 
meant, or the langnugu in which it 
was to be performed, of iIk! mutual- 
ity of aU'ection or coni einplation 
of the future, in acoordaiicii with

The new placer mines on Porcuphie 
Creek were visited by .)»dge Vowell Itiat 
Satui-day weok, and a return made on 
iVIonday morning, lie hail eight pans of 
dirt wiished ont, and from these w;is taken 
t!8.50 in coarse gold. .\lready from 
twenty to thirty claims lijive lieeii taken 
up i!ii tlio crook, and there ia every. roaaon 
to believe tliat $20 to the man per day 
will be secured. The diggings are from 
four to six feet in depth, Porcupine 
Creek run.s from the glacier, ia aeveii 
miles in leni,'tli, and empties into Quartz 
Creek, whieb in turn empties into the 
Beaver, .at ,i point, twelve niiles from ])im- 
nld. The new d igginga are eigliloeii miles 
from Donald l>y trail, and about eight 
miles as the ciow flies'.'
